Remarks  by  Retiring  President  Angela  Alioto 

"After  the  November  elections,  it  became  even  clearer  to  me  that  San  Francisco  is  indeed  an  island 
-  and  I  thank  God  every  day  that  I  live  on  that  island. 

In  fact,  I  have  had  the  extreme  honor  of  being  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
last  two  years  -  the  head  legislator  of  what  I  consider  to  be  the  greatest  place  on  earth  to  live  -  San 
Franci  sco . 

San  Francisco,  and  its  citizens,  have  always  been  well  known  and  respected  for  their  concern  and 
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compassion  for  others;  for  their  understanding  of  diversity  and  total  acceptance  of  it;  and  for  their 
respect  and  acknowledgment  of  the  working  class  men  and  women  that  have  made  this  City  great.

Remarks  of  President  Shelley 


"Good  Morning. 


Before  I  begin,  I  want  to  take  a  moment  to  thank  everyone  who  has  shared  their  care  and  concern 
these  past  few  weeks  during  my  mother's  illness. 

My  family  and  I  deeply  appreciate  your  thoughts  for  my  mom's  full  and  fast  recovery.  Your 
thoughtful ness  has  been  very  welcome. 

Two  years  ago,  I  had  the  enjoyable  honor  of  passing  the  presidency  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
Angela  Alioto.  It  is  still  an  honor  —  but  frankly  more  enjoyable  now  —  to  be  in  the  position  of 
receiving  the  gavel  from  you. 

Angela,  I  will  try  and  live  up  to  your  high  standards  of  energy  and  leadership  and  intend  to 
continue  to  guide  this  board,  as  you  did,  towards  improving  the  quality  of  life  for  all  San  Franciscans. 

Having  been  so  focused  on  my  family  these  past  few  weeks,  it  is  tempting  for  me  to  talk  about  how 
San  Francisco  is  like  a  family.  Although  we  don't  enjoy  the  truly  special  ties  which  only  a  family 
shares,  we  all  do  share  San  Francisco  as  our  home. 

As  everyone  who  has  ever  shared  a  home  knows,  that  entails  accepting  certain  responsibilities  — 
like  making  sure  that  all  within  the  home  are  heard  and  their  interests  considered;  like  keeping  it 
safe  and  clean;  and  hopefully,  keeping  it  economically  secure. 

As  I  accept  my  new  responsibilities,  I  am  reminded  that  we  will  only  succeed  in  those  ventures  if 
we,  the  people  who  run  for  office  always  first  consider  your  interests  —  the  people  who  run  for  buses 
in  the  morning  and  those  who  run  them  for  us;  the  people  who  run  from  crime  in  their  neighborhood  and 
those  who  protect  us  from  that  crime;  the  people  who  run  our  businesses  and  all  of  those  who  make  our 
businesses  run;  and  the  people  who  receive  healthcare  services  and  those  who  administer  healthcare. 
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With  this  in  mind,  as  President,  I  intend  to  focus  our  attention  to  bringing  government  to  the 
people.  As  Thomas  Jefferson  said,  "Government  should  go  to  the  people,  the  people  should  not  have  to 
go  to  their  government." 

In  the  last  session  of  the  board,  we  created  the  mechanisms  to  open  government.  Our  historic 
sunshine  ordinance  will  be  implemented  and  that  legacy  will  continue  as  all  city  deliberations  will 
occur  under  the  bright  sunlight  of  our  sunshine  ordinance. 

But  we  will  not  stop  there. 

We  will  immediately  begin  meeting  in  our  neighborhoods  and  we  will  pass  legislation  requiring  that 
notice  of  all  Board  of  Supervisors  appointments  be  published  in  our  neighborhood  newspapers.  District 
elections  will  become  a  reality  and  full  public  input  will  be  encouraged. 

As  we  continue  to  reform  our  own  process,  through  these  and  other  measures,  we  will  not  lose  sight 
of  the  public's  desire  to  stem  the  tide  of  crime  in  our  city.  San  Francisco  will  not  fall  victim  to  a 
—  foul  tip,  you're  out  —  approach.  We  must  focus  our  attention  on  prevention.  Guns  kill  people  and 
they  must  be  eliminated. 

People  deserve  a  911  system  that  responds  immediately  to  their  calls.  People  deserve  to  have  police 
officers  walking  beats  in  their  neighborhoods  and  women  deserve  to  be  free  of  harassment  and  violence 
as  they  exercise  their  right  to  choose. 

Last  session,  we  passed  the  historic  Clinic  Protection  Legislation  and  the  Safe  Streets  Now 
Program.  At  the  Senate  hearings.  Senator  Jesse  Helms  referred  to  our  own  Midnight  Basketball  program  as 
one  of  those  "San  Francisco  style  programs".   I  am  very  proud  of  our  style  programs. 

Our  efforts  to  make  our  home  safe  will  not  end  here.  Our  neighborhoods,  the  very  foundation  of  our 
city,  will  be  preserved. 

The  residents  of  San  Francisco  have  been  confronted  with  unwanted  chain  store  development.  The 
proliferation  of  such  development  will  end  as  this  board  will  seek  to  strengthen  zoning  and  planning 
codes  to  stop  excessive  commercialization  in  our  neighborhoods. 

San  Francisco's  natural  beauty  will  also  be  preserved  and  our  commitment  to  the  environment  will  be 
supported . 

Last  session,  we  passed  comprehensive  litter  abatement  and  graffiti  removal  legislation  to  help 
preserve  the  quality  of  life  in  our  neighborhoods.  This  session,  we  will  continue  to  support  those 
efforts  at  recycling;  at  creating  sustainable  city  and  ensuring  that  the  Presidio  becomes  a  national 
park  that  all  can  enjoy. 

As  we  look  to  making  our  home  safer  and  cleaner,  we  must  also  ensure  that  the  economic  foundation 
of  our  home  remains  strong. 

As  President  of  the  Board,  I  intend  to  look  at  ways  to  support  our  existing  businesses  and  to 
create  new  jobs  for  all  San  Franciscans. 

We  will  continue  to  turn  the  vast  opportunities  afforded  by  the  closure  of  Treasure  Island  and 
Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard  into  engines  of  economic  growth  and  neighborhood  empowemient ,  not 
bureaucratic  quagmires.  Treasure  Island  and  Hunters  Point  will  become  key  sites  in  our  efforts  to 
support  our  small  business  interests. 

While  making  our  economic  base  stronger,  we  will  also  continue  the  process  of  improving  the  way 
City  Hall  does  business.  We  must  accelerate  our  efforts  to  reform  the  way  we  do  business. 

Last  year,  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  overwhelmingly  supported  mission  driven  budgeting.  The 
voters  fervently  believed,  as  I  do  today,  that  program  would  save  thousands  and  thousands,  indeed 
millions,  of  dollars.  Unfortunately,  too  many  city  departments  have  failed  to  those  guidelines. 

This  Board,  therefore,  will  immediately  request  an  audit  of  mission  driven  budgeting,  which  City 
departments  are  currently  using  it  and  which  are  not.  Making  our  local  government  more  efficient  will 
be  a  priority  of  this  board. 

The  legislative  agenda  I  have  just  spoken  of  will  not  forget  the  needs  of  our  sick,  our  young,  our 
agenda  and  the  less  fortunate  among  us.  Your  need  and  struggles  may  be  overlooked  under  the  new 
leadership  in  Washington  D.C.,  but  will  never  be  forgotten  in  our  home. 

You  have  my  commitment  to  have  this  Board  pursue  additional  full  funding  for  our  AIDS  and  ARC 
programs  and  our  world  class  public  hospitals. 

Too  many  of  us  have  had  to  say  good-bye  to  loved  ones  too  soon  in  this  city.  We  can't  give  up  the 
fight. 

As  President  of  this  Board,  I  will  also  seek  to  implement  new  low  income  housing  programs  and 
today,  I  will  call  for  the  continuation  of  our  first  time  home  buyer's  mortgage  credit  program.   We 
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win  continue  to  find  funding  to  keep  our  non  profits  and  community  development  programs  flourishing. 
And  we  will  continue  to  vigilante  maintain  programs  for  the  children  of  San  Francisco. 

As  the  Reverend  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  said,  "  Leadership  never  succeeds  from  the  top  down;  it 
only  succeeds  from  the  community  up."  As  we  hear  the  chorus  of  hatred  and  enmity  from  certain  national 
and  state  leaders  we,  in  San  Francisco,  will  always  remember  the  words  of  Or.  King  and  will  never  make 
any  member  of  our  home  the  scapegoat  of  society's  ills.  Over  the  next  2  years,  the  individual  lives  of 
all  with  whom  we  share  our  home  will  be  honored,  nurtured,  and  respected. 

Diversity  makes  us  stronger  not  weaker.  Bringing  government  to  neighborhoods,  and  solving  the 
problems  of  public  safety,  economic  vitality,  homelessness ,  AIDS,  and  the  whole  host  of  issues  which  we 
care  so  deeply  about  will  only  occur  if  we  keep  politics  and  positioning  to  a  minimum.  We  owe  that  to 
you,  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  whose  home  we  share.  As  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  over 
the  next  two  years,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  make  sure  that  happens.

It  is  further  proclaimed  and  ordered  that  during  the  existence  of  the  local  emergency  the  powers, 
functions  and  duties  of  the  emergency  organization  of  this  City  and  County  shall  be  those  prescribed  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and  by  applicable  ordinances  and  official  resolutions  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordered  that  a  copy  of  this  declaration  be  forwarded  to 
the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  through  the  Director  of  Emergency  Services  of  the  state  with  a 
request  that  he  proclaim  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  be  a  disaster  area;  and  further  that 
the  Governor  request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  declare  that  said  City  and  County  be 
included  as  a  part  of  the  federally  declared  disaster  area  for  the  California  winter  storms  of  1995.

Dear  Supervisor  Kevin  Shelley: 
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I  am  returning  with  my  veto  the  Board's  resolution  determining  that  the  relocation  of  the  Motherlode 
Bar  will  serve  the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  (File  223-95-1). 

There  are  statements  made  in  the  resolution  that  are  in  dispute.  The  files  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  indicate  that  the  Motherlode  has  historically  created  public  safety  problems  in 
neighborhood.   The  Police  Department  does  not  support  moving  the  license  to  the  proposed  location. 

In  1994  there  were  300  arrests  for  prostitution  in  and  around  the  bar.  Save  Our  Streets,  the  Polk 
Street  District  Merchants  Association,  the  Guardian  Angels,  and  others  are  strongly  opposed  to  this 
move  and  disagree  that  the  Motherlode  has  been  a  good  neighbor.  They  further  feel  that  the  new,  larger 
location  will  increase  the  type  and  severity  of  problems  experienced  by  the  neighborhood. 

Additionally,  in  1994  there  were  three  citations  issued  for  excessive  noise.   The  new  location  is  in 

closer  proximity  to  residential  housing  than  the  current  location.   The  impact  on  these  residents  is 

not  known,  and  the  bar  should  not  be  moved  until  those  who  will  live  closest  to  it  are  satisfied  that 
their  quality  of  life  will  not  diminish.
